door one day probably at the 
noon hour, his attention was at- 
tracted by the approaching of 
three men, he arose and ran to 
meet them and bowed himself 
to the ground. He also ordered 
that water be brought to wash 
their feet, and while they rest 
he has food prepared for them. 

It appears that Abraham had 
a disposition to be good and to 
do good unto all men. He did 
not ask those men of their 
names and perhaps he did not 
recognize them as being heav- 
enly messengers, else he per- 
haps would not have offered 
them water to bathe their feet, 
and food to eat, yet he doubtless 
recognized them as being great 
men or men of extraordinary 
rank. 

illustration. “Eastern people 
have a proverb that ‘Every 
stranger is an invited guest.’ 
True hospitality according to 
this proverb consists not only of 
sharing one’s home with friends 
but in entertaining therein 
strangers, and it is no half-way 
hospitality that is extended, as 
.another Eastern proverb shows 
—‘The guest while in the house 
is lord.’ The high crime and 
misdemeanor of the town, de- 
clares a missionary who has 
lived among the black people of 
Africa. ‘is to dine alone—their 
very word for ‘criminal’ has the 
meaning, ‘Mr. Eat alone’.”

when Eve was driven out of that 
beautiful garden with her head 
hung in shame, with the death 
sentence passed on her and a 
flaming sword placed to keep 
the way of the tree of life; her 
very soul was awakened to the 
feeling of being deceived, but 








too late. 

We recall when Judas iet his 
heart deceive him. He thought 
he could sell his Lord, and when 
the hour came Jesus would pass 
out of their midst and he would 
get by with the thirty pieces of 
silver. But when he saw the 
Lord submit, and condemnation 
set up, he threw the money 
down, went out and hanged 
himself. 

2 Kings 19:10, Let not thy 
God deceive thee. When Judas 
let money become his god it de- 
ceived him, and when it was too 
late he became fully awakened 
to his mistake. 

We get another sad picture in 
the case of Ananias, and Sap- 
phira, his wife, when they 
agreed to keep back part of 
the price. When it was too 
late they saw their mistake. Be 
pot deceived. This is a com- 
mandment. Surely there is no 
worse feeling than that of being 
deceived. 

Matt. 24:4. Let no man de- 
ceive you. Surely the great 
Shepherd knew there would 
come a time of deception, when 
men wuuid deceive one anothcs. 

I wonder tcday if there are 
not men who have let their love 
for man over-balance them, and 
they are laboring under decep- 
tion. 

One man said he was praising 
the Lord for giving him the light 
on the Church of God, and later 
on he said the Lord led him out 
of it. For awhile I could not 
understand both statements, 
how the Lord led him in the 
Church and out of the Church. 
Then I read Psa, 125:5, As for 
such as turn aside unto their 
crooked ways, the Lord shall 
lead them forth with the work- 
ers of iniquity: but peace shall 
be upon Israel.

When they 
gave the driver the danger 
signal he thought it was an 
enemy wanting to rob him, and 
speeded up his car. When iit 
was too late he became awak- 
ened to his conditions and saw 
his wife dead, his car wrecked 
and his limbs broken.’ He saw 
he had deceived himself. Gal. 
6:3, For if a man think himself 
to be something, when he is 
nothing, he deceiveth ‘himself. 

There will come an unveiling 
day when many things will be 
revealed. The wise man said 
that God shall bring every work 
into judgment, with every se- 
cret thing, whether it be good 
or whether it be evil. God sees 
all our actions so I cannot see 
why any one should want to get 
by man with deception. 

Once a minister became very 
ill. The doctor told him he 
could not live so he_ sent 
for his brethren. When they ar- 
rived he told them to change 


their way of living, that he was AW 
lost.

by. He turned and made the 
same statement to his wife as 





she stood by with tear stained 
cheeks. He sank back in des- 
pair and gloom pleading for 
them not to let him go, that 
the demons had come to carry 
him away, It took five men to 
hold him in the bed while he 
passed away fighting demon 
powers that had deceived him 
until it was too late to make 
wrongs right. 

Some ‘one said if we were 
honest in our belief we were all 
right, but Peter says for this 
they are - willingly ignorant. 
Also Paul tells us that because 
they believe not the truth God 
shall send them strong delu- 
sions. See 2 Thes. 1:1-12. What 
we think about a thing doesn’t 
make it right if it is not right, 

To be deceived brings one of 
the most disappointing things. 
To place confidence in a man 
and then him betray you, de- 
ceives you and seems to go 
deeper than most any hurt. 

Be not deceived. The writer 
no doubt had some sad experi- 
ences in writing to the Corinthi- 
ans. He says, “In perils among 
false brethren.” I fail to see 
why any one should want to 
practice deception, knowing 
that the same eye that was 
watching Achan is watching 
them. Finally He will pull the 
blanket off of them !and they 
will have to take their dose as 
Achan did. Not only them but 
their wives and children will 
have to suffer on the account of 
their meanness. 


If we are an Achan we just. 
as well say so. If we -try to 
dodge the issue we will deceive 
ourselves and some day the 
God of the skies will let us know 
that we haven’t deceived Him. 

Matt. 7:22, 23. Many will say 
to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied in thy 
name? and in thy name have 
cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works? 
And then will I profess unto 
them, I never knew you: de- 
part from me, ye that work 
iniquity. 

As they go away into gloom 
and despair they will wish they 
had been honest with them- 
selves and God. 

I was talking to a man, who 
said he would like to be a 
Christian, but he would hear 
preachers preach so many dif- 
ferent ways that he did not 
know which one was right. I 
told him to read and obey the 
Bible and he would be right. 

It is sad to think of the de- 
ception that is coming from the 
sacred stand. But I thank the 
dear Lord for the privilege of 
living open-hearted, so when 
the great rewarding day comes 
we will be glad with exceeding 
joy.
